The British govern- 
ment, however, looks witb but little 
favor on the J. Pierpont Mo.gan com- 
binations and has already granted sub- 
stantial aid to the Cunard line, which 
refused to be governed by him. As 
yet we see tbe future through a glass 
darkly and wait for a time for the 
realization of our hopes and fears.

The 
concern is at present randicapped bv 
^fae scarcity of tin plate which they 
use in large quantities. A force of !£• 
men and boys are employed at good 
wa^es. Mr. McDonald is sole owner 
and manager.

Under the new code as it is Jeft *-v 
the conference committee f he pe ^ 
of Coshocton will next sp-;r;^ e!ei. t a 
mayor, auditor, treasurer, -olicitor. a 
board of public service, of one. three 
or five members as coun ju may de- 
termine and a council of r _rhc mem- 
bers, six from wards an J two elect- 
ed at large. 


The mayor would appoint a health 
board of five member, a library board 
and a board of sinking fund trustees, 
whc will also act as aprh;e comrnis 
sion. The sinking fund trustees will 
select a board of oublic safety of two 
or four members, the council"to deter- 
mine the number. 


The board of pub1 ic Service woula 
have charge of all ouolic imorove 
ments. The board of public safety 
will be a bi-partisan bcdy and have 
charge or the pohce and Sre depart- 
ments. The police and fire depart- 
ments are to be upon a strict merii 
system. Appointments to ihe force 
of either departments will be made by 
the mayor from a list certiSed by the 
board of public service. The chief o' 
each department will be the execu- 
tive head. 


The code contemplates a cornp".et= 
separation of the functions of govern- 
ment-. The mayor wiii be the execi: 
tire, the council the legislative and 
tae board of public service tbe admin- 
istrative power of the government.

15'.'3. the common pleas judges of the 
subdivision in which the city is situ- 
ate shall act as a recistncting com- 
mission and apportion the city into 
wards. After I*"3. if for any reason 
council can not agree, the redistrict- 
teg is to be done by the members ol 
the board of public service. Another 
change was in the printing laws. Un- 
der the code, as framed by the con- 
ference committee, publication of or- 
dinances and resolutions of council in 
German 
newspapers was optional. 


This was changed so that such publi- 
cation is compulsory in all cities 
where there are German newspapers 
having over 1.000 circulation. 


The work of engrossing the bill has
